I Anſwer, you muſt reſiſt Sin and apr 
the Works of the Devil, as far as your Statien ad- 
mits ; with all your Might promote Reformation of 
Manners, the Welfare of Mankind, the Purity of 
Worſhip, a Godly Diſcipline, the Converſion of 
Sinners, the Edification and Comfort of Saints, and 
Peace among all ſuch as Call on the Name of the 
Lord.
